Have Season Opening Post- 
poned One Month 


Rabbits in a few Wisconsin coun- 


ties may receive a respite from hun- 
ters during October, but members of 
tho species in Outagamie-co are not so 
fortunate. 
While 
sentiment here 


seems to favor the postponement of 
the rabbit hunting season to Nov. 1 it 
takes 50 citizens of a county to sign 
a petition to that effect 
before 
the 


state conservation commission 
will 


hold a hearing to determine whether 
or not a closed season should be de- 
clared: 


At least 40 citizens of Appleton and 


vicinity have expressed their willing- 
ness to sign the petition for the coun- 
ty but no one seems willing to take 
the responsibility of circulating the 
petition. Eight counties have signed 
petitions, but only one, Dane, 
has 


had a public hearing. Interest in the 
preservation of wild life was so great 
there that a large crowS assembled 
from all parts of the county in spite 
of a stormy night. 


The meeting almost could have been 


called a protest meeting against 
the 


legislative action of 1927, setting back 
the open season for rabbits as to 
permit the killing of rabbits in Octo- 
ber. 


Forty-four 
persons were at 
the 


meeting and the speakers were prac- 
tically unanimous in favor of the post- 
ponement. 


The arguments 
raised 
were all 


' against October shooting and against 
night shooting in the winter as well 
and it was the consensus of opinion 
that when the legislature meets again 
it should be asked to legislate against 
the shooting of rabbits at night. 


Game wardens in attendance strong- 


ly suported the demand for abolition 
of night shooting although admitting 
this could only be remedied by legisla- 
tive action. It was said by the game 
wardens that the law limiting rabbit 
bags to five were violated by almost 
all night shooters and that it was al- 
most impossible to apprehend the cul- 
prits who kill the rabbits by shooting 
from their automobiles while driving 
along the road.

TROTSKY TOO MILD A 


CUTTHROAT 


Leon Trotsky's happy days in the 


great bolthevik experiment are over. In- 
ternal jealousies among the powers that 
be who rule Russia with one iron hand 
and pi-cmote communism with the other, 
are responsible tor the downfall. AYhcn 
Lenin drew Trotsky into 
partnership 


they had a close bond by reason of tene- 
ment house days. They were looked upon 
by the outside world as astounding and 
audacious adventurers. 
Lenin proved 


himself to have more brains and more in- 
genuity and soon outshined his compatri- 
ot. However. Trotsky made an efficient 
army master and lor five or six years' he 
held" his own in the fierce competition for 
power and prestige at Moscow. 


Toward the end of 'Lenin's days, he tol- 


erated Trotsky although he had lost con- 
fidence in him and had put him under the 
suspicion of the more advanced commun- 
ists. 
Lenin's death marked the begin- 


ning of the end for his war master. Ever 
since then Trotsky has been on the de- 
fensive. and has been threatened with re- 
moval and even banishment. Trotsky was 
"too 
practical'1 to suit his confreres. He 


was exceedingly wild and belligerent in 
speech, but when it came to action he 
generally chose tlie easiest way. As an 
advocate of more moderate though em- 
inently sensible policies, he soon lost 
-aste with the real radicals. 
Stalin and 


his triumvirate, who succeeded Lenin. 
had little use for Trotsky. 


However, .the real cause of the friction 


In Russia which had led to the punish- 
ment of Trotsky is rivalry for place and 
power. It is a case of the survival of the 
fittest, or perhaps of the shrewdest, and 
certainly the most malign. It takes a man 
with the courage of a pirate to hold a po- 
litical job under the soviet system. It is 
a question of who is a bigger cutthroat 
than the other, metaphorically speaking. 
So it is with all government, whether a 
democracy, a" monarchy or an autocracy. 
It is least harmful and least objectionable 
in representative government. It is most 
obnoxious and most destructive under a 
•tyranny, like that which exists in Russia 
now and which existed there before bol- 
shevism. The personal strife is always 
present and it is not disguised by an al- 
leged altruism that does not in fact exist.

-.which is autocracy in its most flagrant 
sform. but true popular self-government.

"They arc incomparable." 
said 
a 


French professor the other day on 
the 


subject of American universities. lie is in 
this country tu make a study of its 
schools of higher 
)cn ruing and 
this 


eulogy came after he had seen enough of 
them to have ba-it- for a valid opinion, lie 
was impressed with the splendid equip- 
ment at the colleges visited, particularly 
with the 
well->tockccl libraries every- 


where in evidence. Such equipment, to- 
gether with the fact that colleges arc able 
to draw an excellent array of profession- 
al talent, gives the American student an 
advantage that is virtually unlimited. So 
says this French 
professor, and 
no 


doubt this message is a cheering one to 
those who are in doubt sometimes as to 
what American colleges arc up to with' 
the vast army of students now enrolled. 


On the other hand, some American 


leaders in education are not so serenely 
hopeful. 
There are educational fields 


which are still somewhat new as far as 
the college is concerned: at least these 
fields have not worked to the fullest pos- 
sibilities, according to these educators. 
They would admit that schools of higher 
learning train for industrial leadership 
and for the professions. 
They turn out 


good engineers and competent physicians 
and lawyers and dentists. But this, if one 
is to believe our most advanced educat- 
ors, is not enough. For some years now 
they have said, just as they are telling the 
graduate again, that they are not fitting 
out their students with an adequate social 
vision. 


The ability and desire to understand 


and pursue the interests of the whole 
group, whether that of city or nation, 
should be the distinctive trait of the col- 
lege man. It might be unreasonable toT 
expect him to put aside altogether his 
own interests, but a mere insistence on 
his selfish interests ought to be beneath 
the intelligence and 
dignity of every 


individual. certainly beneath those of the 
college man. the expense of whose train- 
ing is in a great measure borne by the 
community. This is an ideal on which col- 
lege authorities have a right to insist.

THE FATAL, WEDDING 


A correspondent contributes the synopsis: 


"I have been called a hard hearted mother fcv 


a younft- man. Perhaps I shouldn't call him a 
man. 
for in my estimation he was a young: fool. 


Three years ago my daughter developed tuber- 
culosis. 1 thought her %\ork had a good deal to 
do with it. She entered the 
sanitormm 


and got alone remarkably well, was dischargod 
and knew just how to take care of herself. 
But this young man here enters the scene. 
She became engaged to hiA. Four good phy- 
sicians advised her not to marry. I ^ent tne 
young man to two of the physicans. I VI .ill 
in my power io prevent or postpone the mar- 
riage. But the young' man told mo he lovjcl her 
too well to give her up, and I told him that if 
he loved her half as much as I did. he would 
be ivillins: to wait, for her sake. The doctors 
said she had every chance of complete recov- 
ery, but they feared marriasre would prove dis- 
astrous. They married. It labted 13 months;, and 
three -v\eeks agro she was buried. My son in law 
was advised by the doctors to be e.\ammed 
every three months for two years to come. He 
probably 
will not do so. but I have another 


younger child at home and for his benefit I 
would like your advice. Should he undergo ex- 
aminations by the doctor? "\Ve had my daughter 
a! home m the last months of her 'llness and of 
course her 1 rother spent con&iderable time v/ith 
hsr." 
Any one. especially a young: person, who has 


lived "with or been a companion of or a fellow work- 
man of a sufferer from tuberculosis, ought to give 
himself the benefit of medical examinations at reg- 
ular intervals for a period of two years thereafter. 


In this sad case the mother was dealing with an 


instinct that is second only to the instinct of self 
preservation. Reason, judgment, wisdom, common 
sense and discretion can seldom prevail against the 
blind action of a human being impelled by the in- 
stinct of race perpetuation, if that individual's edu- 
cation has not been very good. 


Another disease too 
often contributed to the 


foundation 
of the home by unwise marriages is 


sonorrhea. Not so fatal as syphilis, but the cause 
of much unhappiness. many mutilating operations 
on the mothers of one child op none, and a large 
part of the sterility of men. It is a horrible fact, 
but a fact that it is unfair to suppress, that many 
men today marry although they have this disease 
in a communicable form, not the riffraff merely, 
but men in every walk of life. 


<Vnd still there is a perfectly proper and reason- 


ably practicable way that these fatal weddings may 
be "prevented. Indeed it is the duty of every true 
parent or guardian of a marriageable girl to expect 
as a matter of course a health certificate from a 
reputable physician, and to exact this if necessary 
from any man—no matter who or what he may be 
—•who proposes marriage. It cannot be fairly argued 
that the prospective bride should be required to 
furnish such a certificate, because, as wicked as the 
world is today, we still have chivalry in it. The 
double standard of morals places the onus squarely 
on The shoulders of the double dealing sex. So I 
repeat it is up to the prospective bridegroom to 
obtain a certificate from a reputable physician that 
he is free from 'communicable disease and present 
this certificate as a matter of course when he seeks 
consent to marry. 


If 
this reasonable 
and practicable plan were 


adopted as a matter of form or-custom. unquestion- 
ably, undebatedly. many thousands of homes would 
be saved from ruin.

being written today is better than the 
fiction of the past, or the reverse. 
There are too many things to take 
nto consideration. The works of gen- 
us in any given generation are re- 
markably few. But it is almost a cer- 
tainty that when time shall make up 
the balance sheet for the present per- 
.od in which we live it will be found 
that about as many novels of genius 
were produced in our'day as in the 
average

Grant Overton's epigram is in so far 
true that the average novel of today 
is on the whole perhaps more com-

The trouble with 'many \iho talk

The large majority of 
the novels of the past are so abso- 
lutely hopeless that no one except a 
student of literary history who reads 
them from a sense of duty can even 
succeed in wading through them. 


It may be possible to prove that not 


a rfngle novel of genius was published 
this year. I do not say this is so but 
it is conceivable that that such a 
contention could be made good for 
any given year. But the same thing 
can be said for the past All that is 
necessary is to go through literary 


history since the novel first rose into 
prominence in the days of Fielding 
and .Defoe uniil the present 
time. 


There has been many a year in that 
long period of time, extending over 
more than two centuries, that, not a 
single 
novel 
was 
produced 
good 


enough to stand the test of time. The 
only fair method of comparison is 
between different generations, 
not 


single years. "When that is done the 
present need have no fear. "When a 
comparison is made between the first 
quarter of the .twentieth- century and 
the first quarter of the eighteenth^ or 
nineteenth, the present age need not be 
ashamed of its fiction. 


Times change and' types of fiction 


change with them. Fiction" in its tru- 
est and best sense is an interpretation 
of the age in which it is produced. It 
is very, natural that people who in 
an intellectual and spiritual sense 
have always lived in the. Victorian 
age do not like the fiction of our own 
time. The fiction of today is different 
but not necessai-ily inferior. 


It is foolish to expect the novelists 


of today to interpret their own age 
in the manner in which the Victorians 
interpreted theirs. The 
Victorians 


wrote some wonderful books but they 
did not speak the last word in fiction 
There arc a repectable 
number of 


books of today that challenge com- 
parison with the best of Dickens and 
Thackeray and the other of that per- 
iod."That may be true." admits the 
champion of the past, "but you can;t 
deny that the large bulk of fiction 
being written today is light and of lit- 
tle value." Nobody wants to deny 
that- But the further fact must so 
with it that that has been true of any 
age. The bulk of fiction written in 
any generation has been light and of 
little value.

Under sysems in use in many ci-1 


ties at the present lime, he asserted, 
the planning is carried out in a "hap- 
hazard manner" by city councils. So 
long as one city councilman gets a 
playground, a street and a, park for 
his community, Mr. Rabuck believes, 
they aie mdiffeient as to the needs of 
the rest of the city. 


"While the people of the state feel 


the need of city plann.ng- and zoning." 
Mr. Rabuck said, "they are not in- 
formed a<5 to what it calls for. One 
of the chief purposes and aims of our 
first conference will be to inform the 
public to what is irnnlicd by zoning 
and what results can be obtained. 


"AVe hope to encouiage districting 


in each c^ty of AViscorsi so that each 
part performs its function in a. com- 
prehensive manner. Location of bus- 
iness districts, industrial centers anc 
residential districts must be plannec 
with forethought and 
only persons 


with qualifications suitable to such 
work should be in positions to make 
recommendations to cities."
